It Was a Newspaper Fight and the 
Newspapers Won," Says 
Denprey. 



San Francisco, Nov. 2 — Thootloro Dur- 
rani, convicted of murder, is tho same solf- 
posBoasod, quiet, iron-norved man ho has 
been while on trial for his life. Ho still 
maintains hlB Innooonco, and after boing 
bakon from tho court room to the jail said to 
a reporter : 

"Thoy say my dear littlo mother screamed 
when tho vordlct was announced. It is all 
liko a droam to mo. Tho first thing I 
romembor was hor arms around my neck. 
Everything olae was cruel, so sudden, so 
harah. I folt safe in hor arms, I could 
Bland any injustice, any wrong, but for my 
mother and siator. " 

" What did you want lO do or say just 
after tho vordioo was rendorod?" he was 
asked. 

" I wanted to get up and shout my inno- 
oonco. Before God I am innocent of tho 
crime, I wanted to geb up and call to God 
to sniito ma whore I Btood if my heart and 
oonsoionco wero nob as pure us those who 
were howling with joy that I had been 
branded a murderer. I to!d everything 
honestly and fearlessly when I was on tho 
stand. I oven told things that appoarod 
against mo. Do you suppoao, if I were guilty, 
I would voluntoer a statement about the 
stranger who approachod mo ? I told it be- 
causo it was true, audi told everything I 
could recolloot. When I was first arrested 
I gave my statement, and all I havo Slid 
sinco has been materially tho B»mo. I 
would have got up yesterday, but my 
mother, several of my friondB and tho chief 
jailor oloBod round mo and held mo down. 
Even so, I don't know why I didn't scroam 
my proteBb above it all." 

" Did you notion any of tho people about 
you 1" 

" Yes, some. I saw Mrs. Noble and 
Maude and their friends clapping and cheer- 
ing. It seetnB to mo, with her heart bo full 
of pity for hor sister, Mrs. Nobio might havo 
thought of my mother. She had all she 
wantod in full meaBure, ond I think tho 
ordinary pity one might fool for another's 
misfortune would havo prevented hor from 
gloating in bo cruel a manner." 

"Yes, I heard tho judge, who was both 
judgo and prosecutor, thank the jury for do- 
ing their duty. I cannot think of it all now, 
but yot I havo within mo a consciousness of 
my innocence and shall not break down. I 
feel the way must be cloar and I will bo vin- 
dicated at last." 

Whon aakod if ho contemplated suicide, 
Durrant said : " Never ; tho man ia a coward 
who would commit euioido. Reab assured I 
will never do that. I am hopeful, bsliove 
me, that my way will bo clear. I havo kind 
lotters from friends. My father came last 
ovoning with loving messages. I rest in the 
assurance that light will come." 

Attorneys Dickinson and Douproy, who 
defended Durrant, insist that their client is 
innocent. Thoy will ask noxt Friday for a 
new trial, which will probably bo denlod by 
Judge Murphy. Thon the caso will bo ap- 
pealed to tho Supremo court on tho ground 
that tho judge orred in a numbor of rulings 
during tho trial. 

Attornoy Douproy, speaking of tho trial 
and tho vordict, said : " It waa a newspaper 
fight, and the nowspapers won." 

Miss Carrio Cunningham, the reportor 
who testified in tho Durranb trial that Dur- 
rant had told her ho saw Blanche Lamont 
murdorcd in the bolfry of Emanuol church, 
and who aaid that Durrant showed hor an 
onvolopo containing a statomonb to bo open- 
ed after ho was convicted, has made public 
hor side of tho story. Sho says that whon 
sho visited Durrant at the jail ho told her a 
romarkable talo, with tho Idea that sho was 
to bo a witnoss for tho defeuco. Ho said 
that ho had been sworn to seorooy by the 
murdorerB, but folt that if Miss Cunningham 
first gave an iinkling of what tho story was 
he would bo released from his oath. Miss 
Cunningham agreed to this, and Durrant 
told hor tho following story : 

" Whilo I was fixing tho sunburnors of 
Emanuel church I heard a noiso. I fol- 
lowed tho sound ro the bolfry, and ascer- 
tained that Blancho Lamont was murdorcd 
on tho second landing. I encountered th a 
murdorora, promised uover to rovoal what I 
had diacovorod, and ruBhod down BtairB to 
Georgo King. I had on appointment with 
King, and I fearod he might go searching 
tho ohuroh for mo. I waa much diatreaaed 
over what I had aeon, and I folt nauseated, 
bub I did nob send King for bromo aoltzer 
bocauso I wantod tho modlcino. I aont him 
out of tho ohuroh in order to give tho guilty 
mon a chanco to escapo." Miss Cunning- 
ham sayB that Durrant told hor that tho 
murdererB oxercisod an unaccountable in- 
fluence ovor him, and sworo to spirit his 
tnothor away If ho told what ho had soon. 
Ho said chat ho had given tho statement to 
his abtornoyB, bub thoy had doaidod nob to 
ubo it. 



MURDER OF A WITCH. 

A Klawak Indian Kills Ills Sister Under 
Suspicion of Dark Doings. 

PohtTownsrnd, Nov. 2, — Tho steamship 
Al-ki, from Sitka, Alaska, to-day, brings 
news of tho arrest of a Klawak Indian, who, 
suspecting hia siator of witchcraft, killod 
hor. Tho murder was particularly atrool- 
oub, and ooourrod throo yoara ago. Tho In- 
dian bore suoh a bloodthiraty reputation 
that tho marshals nover darod attempt his 
arrest. Tho Btory of tho orimo aa learned 
to-day is na follows ; An Indian dootor, 
failing to offoob a euro, notifiod tho tribe 
that ono of tho women was Imbuod with 
witchcraft, and was oxerclsing evil icflu 
encea ovor tho pationb. Tho oubjecb was 
discuoeod in tribal conclavo, and hor brother 
ordained aa oxocutionor. He refused until 
made drunk, when his father-in-law placed 
a loaded gun In his hands and commanded 
him to Blay tho woman. Plaoing tho muz- 
zle against her side, tho weapon was dis- 
charged, tearing tho flesh into shreds. Tho 
Indians approvod of the murder and pro- 
vontod odioors from obtaining enough evi- 
dence to warrrnb an arrest, Recently a 
white trader learned tho facts and roportod 
them to tho officers. The Indian had built 
himself a stono fortress and armed himself 



with a rifle. One of the United States out- 
tors anchored near him ono day, and through 
strategy he was betrayed into tho hands of 
tho offioerB and taken to Sitka, whore ho is 
confined in jail. The woman is said to have 
been his fifth viotim.

THE TERMINAL CITY. 



Dominion Politics on the Mainland— 
A Municipal Revolution Promised 
in Vancouver City. 

Mining: Developments All Over the 
Mainland— What Is Doing: 
Near the Eraser. 



Vancouver, Nov. 2.— (Spooial.)— The 
political situation is at presont vory confuo- 
od as regards tho Dominion representation 
of tho Mainland constituencies. In Van- 
couver the Conservatives have not yet 
chosen their candidate, bub tho Liberals and 
Nationalists have already united in the 
choice of Rev. G. R. Maxwell, who will 
abandon the pulpib for the platform if suc- 
cessful, whilsb tho Orane-jmen and McCar- 
thyiteB havo a plodgo from Mr. D. Donald- 
son, formerly a well known Ottawa Conser- 
vative, that bo is in the fight to a finish. In 
New Westminster it is thought likely that 
Mr. G. E. Corbould, M.P. , will retire, ond 
it is underatobd that Mr. T. C. Atkinson 
the presenb police magistrate, is not unwill- 
ing to stand as a Conservative in hia atoad. 
Hore, too, the Liberals mean to put forward 
the strongest candidate thoy oan obtain, 
giving him largo latitudo on matters specially 
affecting tho West, bub they havo not yet 
chosen their champion. 

Tho big property owners and moat repre- 
sentative oitizonB of Vancouver are deter- 
mined to oust tho present aldermen at the 
coming municipal election, and strong com- 
binations are already formed for the pur- 
pose. Tho present municipal representa- 
tives will probably ba attacked on all sides, 
as they havo earned the disgust and anger 
of almost every section of the community. 
One of their reconb senseless aota was to fine 
a man ?5 for selling a candle to a customer 
on Sunday, who needed a light almoBb as 
much aa the aldermen themselves, whilobon 
anobher occasion thoy mulcted a struggling 
widow lady in 55 for soiling a package of 
cigarettes on Sunday to a man who was in 
her refreshment rooms partaking of a meal. 
The proporty ownors are meanwhile up in 
arms, finding that tho rates aro going up 
rapidly whilst the city finances are get- 
ting into a complete tangle. They foel that 
thore is little compensation for these 
deficiencea in tho foot that each alderman 
has secured for himself this year a salary of 
$300 moro than ho is worth to tho city. 
Numbors of old reliable oity officials have 
boon replaced by cheaper men and friends of 
tho powers that bo, while other reapected 
ofiiciala aro threatened with inatant dismis- 
sal. Tho latent movement of tho Solons of 
Vancouver ia to threaten with oarly dis- 
charge City Solicitor Hammersloy, who has 
prevented tho carrying out of Bomo of the 
intended vagarioa of probably tho most 
curious municipal combination which has 
over hold office in British Columbia. They 
were carried in on a wavo of reform and ib 
isfin a fow months thoy will bo carried out 
on a wave of disgust. 

Mining developments in all parts of tho 
many groat ore bearing districts of the pro- 
vince are creating great oxcitoment hero. 
Even within tho district immediately sur- 
rounding Vaucouver, which has not hlthorto 
btsn regarded aa likely to bo rich in the 
oncioua motals, thero aro reports of promis- 
ing gold finds in tho hills abavo Seymour 
oreek within six miles of the city, whilst 
more guarded reports as to similar possi- 
bilities on tho hill aides about Mount Crown 
diroctly opposite Vancouver and across 
Burrard inlot aro also attracting attention. 
Ib is furthor stated that tho Burrard inlot 
mountains in general contain largo quanti- 
ties of refractory low grade gold ore running 
from $G to $8 to the ton, which though at 
prosonb incupablo of profitable treatment, 
may yot some day by moro perfect appli- 
ances bo ronderod capable of paying a profit. 

On Lulu island and Soa Island, in the 
Frasor estuary, at points equi-disiasb from 
Vancouver and Now Wootminstor, tracoo of 
gold already discovered in thooouraoof arte- 
sian well boring havo cf.used the location of 
nearly 200 claims covering Bnveral hundred 
acres of ground in tho immediate neighbor- 
hood. It might bo mentioned that every ono 
of the olaimanta has sworn as required by 
law that ho b^liovos thero Ib various " rock 
in plaoo " on hia location Although there 
would seom to bo nob a littlo of tho boom, 
and perhaps oven fake elomont, in this Lulu 
island oxcitoment, there aro many Bhrowd 
mon who boliovo that thore is considerable 
gold underlying tho land in question. Mean- 
while, furthor up tho coast, thero aro boing 
mado good finds of gold bearing copper ore, 
and on various islands of tho Gulf of Georgia 
— notably Toxada — prospecting parties have 
lately boon at work with apparently likely 
results as regards precious metal and copper 
discoveries in several places. 

On Texada leland in particular American 
proepeotors havo shown samplos of the oro, 
and declared that they have found tin de- 
posits in largo and paying quantities, but 
thoy hold thomselvos so reserved in the 
matter that oxacb particulars havo hitherto 
boon unavailable. Should the alleged tin 
discoveries on Texada bo verified tho results 
will bo of inestimable valuo to the province. 
Tho Pacific coast demand for tin ia large, 
and constantly increasing, and mines of that 
metal would certainly yield better results 
than most gold mines. Good oo«l being 
plontiful in tho immediate neighborhood at 
Nanalmo would lood to the ostobliBhmont 
of a largo and flourishing tin plate Industry.

Regulations for the Importation of 
Goods Under the New 
French Treaty.

Ottawa, Nov. 2.— A banquob will be 
givon to Hall Caino hero on tho 25th. 

Queen Long, a woll-todo Chinese mer- 
chant in Montreal, has been arrested for 
smuggling opium, fifty pounds of tho pre- 
pared drug having been found In hia pos- 
session. 

Numerous complaints havo reached the 
customs department from morchants who 
entered w:nos and other gooda undor the 
Frenoh troaty, bub wee rofusod ontry be- 
causo no proof had beon given that tho im- 
ports wero of French origin. Tho depart- 
ment has issued a oiroular to collectors in- 
structing them to domand from tho consuls 
a certificate of origin in all oasoa where the 
origin of tho wines, etc,, waa not plainly 
evident. In regard to winea imported in 
bond before tho troaty waa proclaimed, 
permission ia given to accept entry upon the 
importer undertaking to furnish in <\ reason- 
able time a certificate that the goods are of 
French origin. 



CONSERVATIVE DEMONSTRATION. 

Dr. Montague's Description of the Liberal 
Leader— Conservative Policy the Cause 
of Canada's Greatness. 

Toronto, Nov. 2. — The Conservatives 
demonstration in London marked the open- 
ing of what will probably bo tho start of the 
Conservative campaign for 1S9G. The firsb 
speech was made by Dr. Montague, who 
said tho Conservative party was alwayB 
glad to see Hon. Mr. Laurior in Ontario ut- 
tering airy nothings that sound bo sweetly. 
Regarding Mr. Laurior's challenge as to the 
byo-olcotiona, Mr. Montague announced de- 
finitely that tho government would hold 
elections for the vacant eeatB before tho house 
met. He said Mr. Laurier stood 
everywhere on tho Manitoba school 
question, and faoed every breeze that 
blow. As to the tariff polioy, Mr. 
Laurier, at Elmlra, a few days ago, had sat 
and listened whilo Mr. Snyder, the Liberal 
candidate for the riding, had spoken in favor 
of protection. Mr. Laurier was the spine- 
less leader of a spinelesB party which the 
next day endorsed Mr. Snyder's candida- 
ture. 

Hon. Mr. Foster congratulated the gath- 
ering on the brilliant Conservative prospects 
in London. He attributed Canada's great- 
niss to the industrial policy of the Conserv- 
ative party. Tho question whioh the elect- 
ors world decide was nob whether this or 
that man should obtain power, but what is 
best for the trade development of the coun- 
try. Hon. Mr. Haggarb alBO spoko. The 
meeting broke up ab cloven, aftor whioh the 
minlators were entertained ob the Tecumseh 
house, 150 guests sitting down at midnight. 
The ministers spoko again and the toast list 
w»s not concluded until 5 o'clo'k this morn- 
ing.

to the reason and the common sense of tho 
jury, or Is ho besides doing all this war- 
ranted in making an impassioned appeal to 
thorn, takiDg for grantod that tho aocueed 
man is without doubt guilty, and painting 
him as a monster of wlokodncss ? It seems 
to us that appeals to prejudices and passions 
aro out of placo, and Indeed unfair, on tho 
part of the public prosecutor. Was tho 
" terriblo arrai<znmout " of District Attorney 
B irnea in thia Durrant case, for instanoo, 
necessary ? D.J it help the jury to arrivo 
at an impartial verdict? Assuming for tho 
.moment that tho man waa innocont, would 
not the Distriot Attorney have taken 
upon himself a terrible responsibil- 
ity in th:.a going out of his 
way and using all his power of oloquonoo 
to faBlon tho r?pe round the neok of a man 
who was guiltlesB of offence? It Booms to 
us that neithor the newspapers nor tho pub- 
lic prosecutor should say or do anything 
oaloulatod to make it difficult for an inno« 
cent man to make hia innocence manifest. 
They, on tho contrary, should do everything 
that their dnty to society can permit tomako 
it oasy for tho acouaod man to prove that 
ho is not guilty of the offeuoo with 
which he is charged. But if every- 
thing that forensic tulont and journalistic 
skill can devise is done to prejudice the 
minds of tho jury and the public against 
him, this might be mado almost if not alto- 
gether impossible. We boliovo that Dur- 
rani was guilty and that tho verdict was a 
righteous one, but we also boliovo that if ho 
had been innocont it would have been un- 
necosBarily hard for him to oonfinoo tho jury 
and tho publio that ho had not murdered 
Blanche Lsmont. 



DURRANT CONVICTED. 

The conviction of Durrant on Friday must 
have boon a surprise to nearly overy ono 
who took an intorest in the trial. It was 
generally beliovod that after so protracted a 
trial the jury would take a long timo to de- 
liberate, and not a few were in doubt 
whether they would after all agreo to a ver- 
dict. There was a great deal of evidence, 
but it was all circumstantial, and thoro are 
many persons of oonaidorable intelligence 
_who have a prejudice againat evidence of 
^ii/it kind. Thia waa aeen when a jury waa 
being nelected. A very largo number of tho 
talesmen were challenged and rejected 
becauso thoy openly avowod that they 
oould not consclontioualy agree to a ver- 
dict that had nothing but circumstantial 
evidence to support it. It was thought that 
evon though somo of the jurors might be 
morally certain that tho prisoner had 
committed tho crime, thoy might not 
be able to satisfy themselves that 
the evidenco from a legal point of 
view was strong enough to permit them to 
agreo to a vordlct of guilty, But tho ovent 
has proved that there were no substantial 
grounds for such speculations. Tho jury, 
men must have studied tho evidence as it 
wan presented moat carefully and urrivod at 
an ostimato of its value, so that when tho 
trial was concluded they had little olso to do 
than to record their verdict. Twenty min- 
utes was a very short timo indeod to review 
,tho immenso mass of testimony that thoy 
had hoard. That tho verdict was a; right- 
eous ono few that have followed tho proceed- 
ings at all oarefully will, wo think, vonturo 
to douy. 

Tho San Francisco newspapers must havo 
savod tho jury a great deal of troublo. Not 
contont with publishing tho ovidenco ver- 
batim thoy outlined muoh of it boforo it was 
givon and commonted upon it aftor it waa 
hoard in court. Tho prisoner was treated 
by thorn as guilty long boforo tho vordlct 
waB dolivored. Aro tho ends of justice 
furthored or hlndorod by thia outspokon 
way of dealing with a caso whllo it la being 
tried ? Is not such an uncoatrained mode 
of reporting a caso whilo It 1b ponding 
cilculatod to prejudioo tho public and tho 
jury either in favor of or against tho person 
accused? Can a prisonor say that he is 
triod fairly when he" is tried by tho cour 
and jury and tho newspapers simultaneously? 
Though wo strongly boliovo in tho freodom 
of tho prose wo inollno to tho opinion that 
ouch reports as appeurod in tho San Fran- 
' ciaoo nowspapors of the Durrant trial aro an 
ttbuao of that froodom. 

Another (juoBtlon suggoatod by tho trial 
is how far is tho counsol for tho Btato war- 
ranted In going to Bocuro a verdict favorablo 
to his contention. Should ho oonfino his ad- 
dross to tho jury to astatomont of tho faots, 
a business-liko roviow of tho evidonoo, and 
an argumont to show tholr weight aod flignl- 
fioanoo 1 Should ho, in short, appeal sololy 



refuses to aocept a British protectorate, It 
will bo necessary to despatch a strong force 
of Imperial troops, not necessarily white 
troops. Some spocial service officers will be 
required from England. A foroo of say 100 
troops from Lagos, GOO Gold Coast HoussaB 
and a battalion of tho Wost Indian regiment 
— which I found worked so well in the Juba 
campaign, would, in my opinion, be suffi- 
cient." 



JOURNALISTIC RUFFIANISM. 

Tho Province newspaper in its iasuo of tho 
19th ult. mado a covert attack of a gross 
naturo on whoever had induced tho Duko of 
Montrose to inveat in tho Golden Eagle mine 
at Alberni, although thero waa not the 
slightest foundation for such a charge. 

It was well known that Colonel Baker 
acted aa agont for tho Duke in this matter, 
but the Province in its iaauo of the 2Gth 
ult. atated it was unaware of that fact, and 
tho editor tried to wriggle out of tho miser- 
able poaltion in whioh ho had placod himself 
by what ho now oalia an apology, but whioh 
no roaaonable peraon oould consider to bo one. 

Finding that Colonel Baker was, very 
properly, suing tho paper for libel the editor 
in the iasuo of yesterday at last apologizes 
to Colonel Baker for tho gross aBSortions in 
connection with tho Golden Eagle, but in the 
next page UHes most oontemptlblo tactics in 
order to dlsoredit him in another dlreotion 
by trying to fasten upon him tho personal 
responsibility of the Government having 
ceased to subscribe for thirty-aix copies of 
tho Provinoo nowapapor, twenty-four of 
whioh aro diatributod among loading libra- 
rioa in England. 

Wo aro in a position to state that tho 
action of tho Govornmont in ceasing to sub- 
scribe to tho Province nowspapor was tho 
decision of tho Executive and was not dono 
on the poraonal responsibility of Col. Baker. 

The only blame wo think can attach to the 
Govornment in tho mattor la that it should 
ever have subscribed to such a paper at all. 
But when the Provinco not only attaakB the 
Govornment aa an opposition papor on mat- 
torB of party politics but doBcends to tho 
low levol of trumping up foul accusations 
against tho privato character of Government 
officers as it did in itB iasuo of tho libh ult., 
it la high timo that tho Government Bhould 
ceaso patronizing such a dlasominitor of 
contemptible untruths. 

As to the Hon. Colonol Baker, his char- 
acter la ao well known and respeoted that it 
la not likely to Buffer from such base at- 
tacks, but for the sako of tho interests of our 
country it is muoh to bo regretted that an 
honorable man oannot undertake a loading 
position in politics without being subject to 
such indignities. 

THE ASHANTI DIFFICULTY. 

Thero is ovidontly going to ho a little war 
in Ashantl. The King of that ooiintry Is a 
very bad neighbor and it will be necessary 
to teach him good manners, HiB country Ib 
difficult of approach and ho evidontly be- 
lievea that tho British will not consider it 
worth whilo to invado his territory. Be- 
aldo3 ho bolioves that he is stronger and 
hia pooplo aro in a bettor condition to resist 
invasion than they woro twenty-one years 
ago, when Sir (iarnot Wolsoley paid Ashan- 
ti a visit and taught Its inhabitants, from 
tho King downwardB, that it waa not aafo 
to tru6t too muoh to tho forboaranco of tho 
British. The Ashantis havo becomo so troablo- 
Bomo of lato thatColonel SirFranoiaScott, tho 
Inapoctor General of tho Gold Coast Forces, 
has como to tho conclusion that the Gold 
Coast Colony can novor bo quiat until 
Ashantl has boon brought undor British rule. 
Thoro appoars to bo a lady in this oaBe un 
thoro is in almost overy other. Colonol Scott 
says : " Tho Queen mother— tho mother of 
the young King — ia a poworful factor in the 
country and Ib responsible for muoh that 
ocours, Tho aotuol power of tho King la 
Binall aB ho has to Bubmit to his mother's 
counsol." Tho oxamplo which this lady sots 
to neighboring chiefs ia dangoroua. If aho 
oun sot Britlah authority at dofianco thoy 
aro inclined to beliovo that thoy can do tho 
samo, and thoy are consequently " watohing 
like a hen on a fonoo to see whioh way wo 
go." 

In December Capt. Donald Stowart was 
aont to Comassio (now spollod Kumaaai) 
with an ultimatum, to whioh no attention 
soematobave been paid. Sinco then 
other ultimatum haa boon aont, domanding 
that tho King pub hia country under Brit- 
ish protection. To thia demand, it is 
said, a point blank rofusal has 
been given, and now it remains 
for Groat Britain to onforoo hor demand, 
whioh sho seems well inclined to do. Sir 
Franols Scott said to tho reprosontative of 
Routor's ogonoy : " If the King absolutely

SLAVERY UNDER THE FLAG. 

There aro many who are ready to assert 
that slavery does not and oannot exist nndor 
British rulo. Such persons will bo shocked 
to know that hundrods of thousands of 
slaves — negro slaves — live and suffor undor 
tho protection of tho British flag. And 
more than that, it Is found not to bs by any 
moans an easy mattor to proouro for these 
slaves tholr freodom. 

Thoro aro on tho wost coast of Africa two 
islands, Zanzibar and Pemba, which are 
absolutely undor British aontrol, in tho 
former of whioh thoro are 140,000 alavoB, 
some cf thorn held legally and aome illegally. 
There aro, according to Mr. Donold Mac- 
kenzie, 90,000 slaves on the Island 
of Pomba. So thab thero shall be 
no mistako about thia wo will quote verba- 
tim part of a resolution paaaod unanimously 
at a mooting of tho British and Foreign 
Anti-Slivery Society rocontly held in Lon- 
don : " That whoroaa it ia computed that a 
quartor of million of slavea are at tho prea 
ont timo engaged in working upon tho plan- 
tations or us porters, &o , in tho ialauda of 
Zai. zibar and Pemba, having firBt been en- 
slaved in Central Africa uudor circumstances 
of tho greatest barbarity— and nourly all of 
them taken to '/, anzibar and Pomba Illegally 
in contravention of tho Sultan's decree of 
1S7.S, aboliBhing the above trade — thia meet- 
ing would emphatically urgo Hor Majooty's 
Govorumout to abolish tho status of slavery 
in Zanzibar and Pemba without further do- 
lay, inasmuch aB tho continuance of a state 
slavery necessarily loada to a corresponding 
activity in the slave trade." 

Tho atato of thoso slaves does not appear to 
be muoh hotter thaD that of slavos generally. 
It had boon Bald that they ware contented 
with their condition, and that to liberate 
them without finding homes and occupation 
for them would bo cruelty. Bat Mr. Mac 
kenzie said in his speech -. 

"At Cbaki Choki I walkod into a tumblo- 
down old priaon. Hero I found a number 
of priaonorB, malo and female, heavily 
chained and fettered. I thought that thoBO 
men and women must \o dreadful Eriminals 
or murderers or they must havo cwnmilted 
aimilar crimes and aro now awaiting thoir 
doom. I inqulrod of tbem all why thoy 
were there. Tho only real criminal was ono 
who had stolen a little rico from hia master 
All the others I found were wearing theao 
ponderous ohainB and fettera becauno they 
had attempted to run away from their cruol 
maatora and gain tholr frsodom — a vory olo- 
queut commentary on the happineBS of 
slaves," 

The masters of thoso slaves aro Arabs; As 
slavery la a vory old institution in that part 
of tho world it haa deep roots in its aooioty 
and cannot bo eradicated without making a 
great deal o"" dlaturhanco. The Times saya : 
" Tho civil and municipal law nf Zanzibar 
has boon for oonturies tho 'Sheria-' or 
religious law of Islam and remains ao to thia 
day. That law sanctions slavery ; and in- 
deed domestlo slavery, as Mr. Harilingo 
obsorvoB, Is a fundamental faotor in tho social 
syateni oi Ialam. The ontiro froe Mah-ome- 
danpopulotion, and probably the Mahomedun 
olaveB thomsolvea, regard it us an institusion 
aanctionod by tho religious law. Tho maB- 
tors consider intorforenoo with it as vexa- 
tious and, in Bomo instances,. aB oppressive. 
. . . The relation of tho sexos, to lake 
another oxamplo, through' all olasses- of 
socloty, was sanctioned by- tho Dlvln-a-au 
thority of the Koran, largely depends oa tho 
oxistonco of' slavory, and horo again Mr. 
Hardingo cites oasoB which show tho dangor 
of interfering with habits approved by. popu- 
lar opinion. By law all the children born in 
Zanzibar ainco 1890 aro frae, but Mr. Har- 
dingo has shrunk from vindicating the right 
to freedom of 1 tho children of slave nuthors 
loat tho owners should' rofuso to contribute 
to their Bupport." 

Thia, it must bo confosBod, Ib a porploxing 
state of things, hut tho difficulties that Ho 
In tho way of abolishing alavery in. these 
Afrioan islands muab bo surmouuted in somo 
way. Slavory is incompatible with, British 
rulo, and slavory in Zanzibar docs not ap- 
pear to bo at all lesa detestable thcji it ia 
and haa boon in other countries. Tho Brit 
ish publio will glva Mr. Chamberlain to 
know that alavery can bo no moro tolerated 
in tho clovo plantations of Zanzibar than it 
oould in the sugar plantations of tho \Vcst 
Indies. Thoclovo planters must learn tooul- 
tlvata thoir landBwi thou taiaves. ft is singular 
that tho law abolishing tho trado in slavos 
has nob been enforood. It has boon ovadod 
and tho plantations have hoezi rooruited by 
aluvos carried ovor from tho contlnonb. If 
this trade ware auppressod Erso labor woald 
have to bo imported and thon domaitio 
slavery could bo moio easily doalt with. 

Tho Germans in oiroumstanooa aomowhat 
similar do not attempt to abolleh slavery. 
Baron Seholo, tho Governor of Gorman East 
Africa, declared only a year ago that any 
gonoral measure for tho abolition of 
slavery was "out of tho queBtion, as It 
would inevitably rceultin tho eojnomio ruin 
of tho colony." This sooma to bo pratty muoh 
tho opinion of Mr. Hardingo and others in 
authority in Zmzlbar.

The last of this year's fleet of ooaling 
achoonora to roturn — tho MaBCot, Captain 
Loronz, which left hero on tho '28th of De- 
cember last year — got home early yooterday 
after a fairly successful cruiso in Bohring 
sea and on tho coasts of Japan and the Cop- 
por islands, She secured a total catoh of 
1,.'!04 seal skinB for tho year, and when off 
Copper ialand had tho good fortuno to 
catoh a Boa otter. Bad woathor accounted 
for tho sohooner'a long-continued absonco, 
for alio ceased operations in Bohring sea on 
tho '25th of Soptomber and started for home 
immediately. On the way she stopped at 
Mas3ot, Queon Charlotte islands, to land 
her Indian crew, and this was tho 
only dolay made ; tho run was 
greatly prolonged by oalma and head winds. 
Attor leaving hore last yoar the aohoonor 
hoadod for Japan ; but as previously report- 
ed sho oncountored heavy gales on the voy- 
age, which carried away some of her rigging 
and compolled her to run to Honolulu fur 
ropaira. These were complotod hurriedly 
and tho aohoonor Boon proceedod on hor 
way. Off the Japan coast 787 skins were 
taken, which were forwarded to Victoria 
oarly in the year. Whllo off Copper island 
160 Boala wore secured in addition to tho sea 
otter skin. In this latter orulse one of tho 
Indian crew died and his remains were taken 
to Atu for interment. 

THE OFFICIAL SEALING STATEMENT. 

Now that tho sealer Mascot is home tho 
official statement of the sealing business for 
1895, preparod by Collector A. R. Milne, 
will ahortly go forward to Ottawa. The 
report is this yoar a very extensive one, and 
in addition to its special feature previously 
roferred to it will ahow a big decroaso in tho 
total catch from that of last aoaaon, Tho 
total Canadian catch this year 1b 71,959 
skins, whioh whon compared with that of 
laBt yoar — 91,701 skins — shows a shortage of 
2,'!,.'i42 Bkins. Thoro wore 2,255 American 
skins landod here during tho present yoar. 
Tho detailed catches of tho fleet contained in 
the ofliolal report will oomparo pretty closely 
with that given In thoCoi.ONisr a fow weeks 
ago.

tional pattern will serve. They may he 
bought already traced on canvas. There 
are plenty to be hail that are entirely 
suitable, although prepared for other 
kinds of needlework. Then, again, uo 
now stitches have to be learned. Ouo 
works on the old lines with this differ- 
ence — that canvas is introduced us a 
foundation. This new factor in the work 
produces a marvelous change in the ap- 
pearance of tho finished piece. It par- 
takes entirely of (lie nature of embroid- 
ery. Included among a number of pleas- 
ing designs, furnished by The Ladies' 
Homo Journal not long since, was one 
for a curtain border. This is worked on 
coarso scrim, with cream colored knit- 
ting cotton. It has somewhat the effect 
of darned work and forms a beautiful 
border for a curtain. It can bo made 
lighter by omitting some of tho forms 
on tho solid edge. The diamonds, for 
instance, could be indicated by leaving 
tho scrim plain, and tho iusido straight 
rows on either side could bo left out. 
This would lessen tho work considera- 
bly without detracting from tho pattern. 

A rattle with bono ring attached is, 
as every mother knows, a great boon for 
teething babies, for it not only relieves 
their aching gums, but amuses as well. 
Tho authority quoted suggests a pleasing 
manner of making a rattle, by which 
dangling flower incased bells, banging 
on flexible items, tinkle of themselves 
with tho slightest movement while the 
ring is in the mouth. Tho materials re- 
quired are a bone ting 1 '.< inches in 
diameter, on' 1 ounce of white or any 
pale shade of single berlin zephyr wool, 
knitting pins No. 14 and throe little 
hells, such as are used on children's 
reins. Cast on 28 stitches, on two pins 
b and on one pin 12. Then knit 14 
rows, each row consisting of 2 plain and 
2 purl alternately. For the flftoeuth 
row knit 2 together all around; then 
break tho wool off long enough to 
thread through and draw up tight in- 
stead uf casting 
oil'. For tho bor- 
der on tho lower 
edgo of tho boll 
cover, resembling 
somewhat a tulip 
in shape, take a 
small bono cro- 
chet hook and 
work one row 
thus : Ono single 
stitch, 3 chain, 
m i s s ono all 
around. For a 
single just take 
up a stitch and 
draw the wool 
through that and 
tho loop on the 
noedlo at once. 
Work three cov- 
ers in tho same

tho remainder of tho wool and cut it 
into strands measuring half a yard in 
length, pass them through the ring and 
plait in a three plait tightly for about 
inches. Then divide each third into 
threo and plait them for another 2}^ 
inches. Fasten the small plaits, one 
into tho top of each flower, and affix the 
bolls to them. 

A capital way to nso up odd pieces of 
wool of all colors and lengths is to knit 
them up into a sufficient length for a 
pair of reins. Just plain, close knitting 
should bo employed, tho bands being 
made about one inch and a quarter wide. 
When tho length for tho driving reins is 
finished, tho width of tho chest should 
be measured and another band fixed on 
either side, made long enough to slip 
over the head, allowing the reins to pass 
under the arms. Across tho chest a dou- 
ble row of bolls should bo sowed on at 
intervals. 

Preserved Pears, 
Peel, halve and coro G pounds of 
pears, dropping at onco into cold water 
to keep from discoloring. Put in a pre- 
serving kettle 4 pounds of sugar, 2 cup- 
fnls of water, tho juice of 3 lemons and 
rind of ono out in strips and an ounce 
of ginger root. Boil together a few 
minutes. Next drain tho pears from the 
cold wator and put them in tho boiling 
sirup and boil about 15 minutes, or un- 
til tender. Tako them out, lay on plat- 
tors and boil tho sirup until thick. Put 
in tho pears onco moro, lot them just 
come to a boil and seal in glass jars. 

Codfish Omelet. 
Shred ccokod salt codfish in fine 
pioccs. To each cup allow a cup of milk 
and. an egg. Spriuklo tho fish with pep- 
per ; add a tablespoonful of butter and 
a tablespoonful of flour, cooked together 
as for cream sauce, to each pint of milk 
used, and bake for half an hour.

MORE THAN A MILLtON MEMBERS OP 
CLU3S IN THE COUNTRY. 

Tin- General Federation Comprises lie- 
twee;. 500 and UOO Women's Clubs A 
Centia.lizu.Mmi of Loyalty In Good Work. 
Personal Sketches of Lender*.

A glance at the earlier history of our 
country shows uh magnificent types of 
womanhood — tho mothers of Washing- 
ton, Adams and Jefferson, Martha 
Washington, Hannah and Abigail 
Adams, Mercy Warren, Mary Randolph 
of Virginia, Rebecca Motto and Emily 
Geigor of South Carolina, Molly Pitch- 
er, Harriot Chew, that lovely and excel- 
lent woman so highly esteemed by Wash- 
ington; Elizabeth Schuyler, who was to 
Alexander Hamilton, "tho Nestor of tho 
Revolution," his guiding star, wife,

friend, adviser and secretary ; Ann Gooch 
of Virginia, mother of the great Thomas 
L. Benton : Jessie Benton Fremont, the 
dauntless wi e of the great ' ' Pathfinder ;' ' 
Sarah Franklin Bache, Benjamin Frank- 
lin 's daughter ; Anna Ella Carroll, Lydia 
Maria Chiltls, Lucy Stone, Lncrotia 
Mott, Jane Grey Cannon Swisshelm, and 
later such women as Harriet Beecher 
Stowo, Mary A. Livermora, Julia Ward 
Howe and Clara Barton. 

These women ropresent cosmic wom- 
anhood. Tho world will never improve 
upon such types. Still, in a sense, they 
were isolated. As w mien they were 
great and all embracing of thoro quali- 
ties which make the true cith'.nn of tho 
republic, but they weru not amalgamat- 
ed with womankind as a sex. They 
stood out alone in dark and portentous 
times, silhouetted against the back- 
ground of mighty events which were 
making history for all time. 

Such conditions could not last. Wom- 
an as a unit had defined her position. 
Tho force of cohesion among the units 
began to work, and thus it was that the 
spirit of organization brooded over tho 
memorable gathering at Seneca Falls in 
1848. Before that meeting organization 
for women was unknown. Compare that 
fact with the powerful organizations of 
today, the World's W. C. T. U., the 
Christian Endeavorers, the National 
Council of Women, which represents in 
the aggregate fully 7,000,000 women ; 
the National Conncil of Jewish Women, 
the Universal Peace union, tho Women's 
Republican association, Daughters of 
tho American Revolution, tho American 
Antivivisi ction society, tho Internation- 
al Kindergarten union, the Woman's 
Relief corps and tho General Federation 
of Women's Clubs. Tho federation was 
formed six years ago. Two biennial 
meetings have been held, the first in 
Chicago in 1892, the second in Philadel- 
phia in 1894, and the third will be held 
in Louisville in May, 1890. Tho federa- 
tion now numbers between 500 and 000 
individual clubs, and tho state federa- 
tions of Maine, Massachusetts, New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Nebraska, tho Territorial 
federation of Utah and tho federation 
of the District; of Columbia swell tho 
total number of federated clubs to over 
800. These few facts and figures speak 
eloquently of the hold which club union 
has gained on tho women of America, 
and the real secret of it is that tho fed- 
eration gives to each woman her voice 
in the affairs of the organization and 
grunts her in return all the benefits of 
the organization. The federation is in 
short fuim>il on tho principles of true 
democracy, and its underlying philoso- 
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MltS. J. M. GREER, 
phy is the voluntary co-operation of in- 
tellectual, social and moral forces for 
tho benefit of humanity. 

The official returns from tho women's 
clubs of New York city and Brooklyn 
show that there aro 10,000 club women 
in theso two cities alone. The federa- 
tion statistics show that it numbers fully 
700,000, and as many clubs are not fed- 
orated and now clubs aro constantly be- 
ing formed a conservative estimate must 
place tho number of clubwomen in the 
United States at not less than 1,000,000. 
It must also bo remembered that this 
estimate does not include such organiza- 
tions as the (Jhantauqua circles, suffrage 
clubs, patriotic societies, all branches of 
tho W. C. T. U. , women's political 
clubs and tho thousand and oneroligious 
guilds, clubs, socioties and ordors in 
which hundreds of thousands of women 
aro actively engaged. This is not hocuuso 
there is any real luck of homogenoity of 
thought and fooling, but booauso cen- 



tralization of loyalty is necessary, and 
any organisation which owes its highest 
allegiance elsewhere does not properly 
belong in the federation. It is tho na- 
tional council of women which embraces 
all these and the federation also, and 
its triennial councils show how the web 
of i nicy is gradually gathering in all 
the strands of diversity. 

The officers of the G. T. W. C. are: 
President, Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin of 
Chicago; vice president, Mrs. Mary E. 
Mumford of Philadelphia; recording 
secretary, Sirs. C. P. Barnes of Louis- 
ville; corresponding secretary, Mrs. 
Philip N. Moore of St. Louis; treasurer, 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper of San Francisco ; 
auditor, Mrs. Fanny Purdy Palmer, 
Providence 

The mombers of tho advisory board 
are Mrs. Sarah M. Johnson, Orange, N. 
J. ; Mrs, Julia Ward Howo, Boston ; 
Mrs. J. C. Croly (" Jennie Jnno"), New 
York oity ; Mrs. Virginia J. Berryhill, 
Des Moines ; Mrs. Ella H. Osgood, Port- 
land, Mo. ; Mrs. Luoia E. Blount, Wash- 
ington ; Miss Mary D. Steelo, Dayton, O. ; 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lylo Saxon, New Or- 
loans; Mrs. Annie McKinnoy.Kuoxvillo, 
Tod. it. 

Of Mrs. Henrotin it may ho said that 
her interest in tho federation ia prac- 
tically sleepless, her activity untiring 
and her ability so evident that from tho 
first she commanded great admiration. 
Her influence permeates tho entire fed- 
oration, and as its highest executive offi- 
cer sho has the respect, admiration and 
esteem of the whole body. 

Tho auditor, Mrs. Fanny Purdy Palm- 
er, is a woman with a national repu- 
tation for extensive and varied informa- 
tion on woman's work. She is one of 
tho stato factory inspectors of Rhode Is- 
land, and besides being an authority on 
statistics sho is widely known for her 
poems and sketches. Of the other officers 
much might justly bo said in praise with 
equal truth. Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper is 
ono of the most influential women on 
tho Pacific coast and is widely known 
throughout the country. Mrs. Philip 
N. Moore and Mrs. C. P. Barnes repre- 
sent the finest types of intellectual south- 
ern women, and Mrs. Mary E. Mumford 
of Philadelphia is a leader in progressive 
woman's movements. 

It is of course impossible to oven 
think of clubs and clubwomen without 
Sorosis, "the mother of women's clubs," 
and Mrs. J. C. Croly, "Jennie Juno," 
who is inseparably identified with it as 
its honorary president for life. Sorosis 
is now in its twenty-eighth year, and al- 
though tho pioneer of women's clubs re- 
joices in the glow of perennial youth. 
Mrs. Croly, who has been greatly feted 
in Loudon this season, is on tho advisory 
board of the General federation, is pres-

ident of the New York Stato federation 
and is prominently connected with the 
women's congresses to be held at At- 
lanta in connection with the exposition. 

Turning to New England, ono sees 
Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, tho founder of 
tho famous New England Woman's club 
in 18G8, one of tho first officers of tho 
Association For the Advancement of 
Women and now president of the Mas- 
sachusetts State federation and a di- 
rector of the General federation. It is 
no part of these brief tales to recount 
twice told history, so no refereneo is 
hero made to her literary career and 
many details of a wonderfully active 
life. Of four daughters, tho eldest, Mrs. 
Anagos, died; Mrs. Florence Howe Hall 
is now state chairman of correspondence 
for women's clubs of New Jersey, Mrs. 
Maud Howe Elliot! is well known as a 
popular litterateur anil lecturer, anil Mrs. 
Laura 10. Richards is a writer whose 
name is a household word in many happy 
homes. 

Closely following Mrs. Howe's name 
is that of Mary A. Livermoro, a veteran 
among women and a pioneer in many 
movements, ami then one recalls Rev. 
Antoinette Brown Bluckwell, now the 
Vice president of the New Jersey State 
federation, who was the first ordained 
woman minister in the United States 
and the forerunner of such women di- 
vines as Rev. Augusta Chnpin, Rev. 
Pheho Hanuford and others who now 
swell tho total number of women min- 
isters in the United States to over 1,- 
~'00. Mrs. Margaret. Swan Yardloy, as 
president of tho New Jersey State Fed- 
oration of Clubs, is another representa- 
tive of New England, where ono is 
tempted to believe that there is a wom- 
an's club for every square foot of soil. 
Mrs. Yardloy is a typically efficient 
woman. Sho is a member of Sorosis, 
has been for 1 8 years a member of the 
Woman's club of Orange, was mom- 
bor of the state board of tho Columbian 
exposition, has taken an active part in 
the establishment of tho Training School 
For Nurses, has seived on tho Bureau of 
Associated Charities and was one of tho 
first officers of tins General federation. 

In Philadelphia Miss Louise Stockton, 
Bister of Frank R. Stockton, is the found- 
er and official head of the Round Robin 
Reading club, a fully equipped embodi- 
ment of tho systematic and practical 
idea for tho study of literature. Miss 
Stockton is a woman of marked intel- 
lect and ability. She has been an officer 
in tho New Century club of Philadel- 
phia since its organization in 1877 and 
chairman of its literature committee of 
over 200 registered members, Sho is a 
director of tho largost Browning sooioty 
in tho world and is vico president of one 



of tho Philadelphia university extension 
centers. 

The south, with now and progressive 
activity, soon eagerly accepted the club 
and tho federated idea for clubs, and 
sonth of what was once Mason and 
Dixon's line wo now find a number of 
women's club which compare favorably 
with those of the north in many lines, 
although they have not yet gone into 
sociil logic and civic lines so extensively. 
The Woman's club of New Orleans, a 
representative southern organization, 
was founded by Miss Elizabeth Bislaud, 
now Mrs. Wetmoro of New York city. 
Tho present president of that club is 
Mrs. Davis Sumter Marks, a handsome, 
vivacious and accomplished woman. 
Prominent among its members is Miss 
Kathorino Nobles, ono of tho gifted 
young literary women of tho south and 
ono of the most thoroughly attractive 
girls to be found anywhere. Mrs. J. M. 
Greer, president of tho Nineteenth Cen- 
tury club of Memphis, is an able club- 
woman, and Miss Rosa L. WoodLorry of 
Athens, Ga. , is chairman of the state 
committco of correspondence. 

In tho west is an array of magnifi- 
cent women, In Chicago we rind Mrs. 
Matilda B. Curse, to whom tho women 
of Chicago owe that great structure, the 
Woman's temple. Here, too, Miss Jane 
Addams lias (lone in Hull House that 
superb philanthropic work which marks 
her as ono of tho foremost humanitarians 
and genuino reformers of tho age. In 
Chicago, too, is that grand type of tho 
representative woman who stands for 
the higher education, Mrs. Lucy L.

She helped to organize tho Illi- 
nois Training School For Nurses, was 
president of the Chicago Woman's club 
in 1890, became a member of tho Chica- 
go school board, and later was trium- 
phantly elected a trustee of the univer- 
sity by a plurality of 181,000. She is 
tho most prominent woman in education 
in the stato of Illinois. 

Ohio is within tho fold of tho federa- 
tion, with .'(9 clubs. Tho clubs of Ohio 
aro progressive and up to date, and tho 
clubwomen number such well known 
names as Mrs. W. (t. Ruse of tho Clove- 
land Sorosis, Airs. N. Coo Stewart, Aliss 
Ida Zerbe, Airs. C. S. Selover, Airs. C. 
E. Wyman and many others. 

The largest and most influential club 
in southern Ohio is tho Cincinnati 
Woman's (dub, which has for its presi- 
dent Aliss Annie Laws, the founder of 
the Cincinnati Training School For 
Nurses, president of the Columbian Ex- 
position association, vico president of 
the Ohio State federation and president 
of the Kindergarten association. There 
is not a moro devoted, energetic and 
conscientious clubwoman in the length 
and breadth of the land. Airs. Alice 
Williams Brotherton, cousin of Robert. 
Underwood Johnson, the associate edi- 
tor of Tho Century, is a poet, littera- 
teur, clubwoman, lecturer, essayist and 
critic, is possessed of a happy Attic 
flavor of wit — so of ten missing in womon 
— and in her own homo is the most fasci- 
nating and delightful of companions.

BRITAIN AND VENEZUELA. 

Probability That War May Indeed Bo De- 
clared— A Gross Ontrairo. 

New York, Nov. Li,— A special to the 
Herald from Birbadoos, Wost Indloa, says ; 
Great Britain may have to declaro war with 
Venezuela but not upon the boundary ques- 
tion. Id previous dispatches reports havo 
been circulated that for aomo weeks Vene- 
zuelan gunboats had been cruising along tho 
eoaat of the Spanish main and in British 
waters off the island of Trinidad, ono of tho 
islands forming tho group of the British 
Indies ; that complaints had been lodgod 
with tho colonial government as to tho un- 
unwarrantable interference by the Venezue- 
lan gunboats with British vessels trading in 
these waters, and to tho fact that British 
ships had boon 6red upon, the crewa nar- 
rowly esoaplng with life, while tho si'ils had 
b;on rent by the ahota from tho Venezuelan 
cruisers. 

People hero havo bsen startled by tho 
unnounoomont that a commander named 
Filbert, on board a Venezuelan coast guard, 
lias shot down Thomas Garcia, owner of tho 
British schooner Myosotis, on board that 
vessel, while on a voyage from Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, in a most uDprovoked mannor. 
Tho aohoonor waa brought to and tho guarda 
coata at once oamo alongaido and took tho 
schooner, with its dead owner and frighton- 
ed orow on board, in tow, and procoodod to 
■Oarupauo. Hero tho vessel waa rummaged 
from atom to stern, and ua thoro waa no con- 
traband gooda found on board tho vobsoI 
waa llbsrated. 

Tho Myosotls was seizsd by the Vono- 
zuolans aomo time ago upon «n alleged 
breach of tho revenue laws. Mr. Garcia 
dooidod to defond tho case, and prooecded 
to Caracas for trial. Tho courb diamiaeod 
tho action and liberated tho vessel. 
Whothor the murder of Mr. Garoia waa tho 
outcome of rovengo for tho defeat of tho 
Venezuelan commander in court is a ques- 
tion which is being ougorly discussed hore.

Four Months' Continuous Travelling 
Amidst tho Exhaustions Rich 
Prospects of Cariboo. 



Hutje Fortunes Lying 1 Undisturbed 
and Unheeded on Hillsides aud 
lu Old Chanuels, 



(From Our Own Corroscondont.) 
BarRBRVIUiK, Oat. 24.— How many of 
your roadera of to-day arc familiar with tho 
geography of this Immense gold belt I do 
not know, but I for ono foel like a mero 
fly on tho wheel when, in a constant journey 
of over four montho' duration, I boo how lit- 
tle ono can accomplish In this great tract of 
almost unknown rich alluvial deposit. When 
ono looke back ovor tho ground that has 
been traversed, milos upon miles of country 
covered with gravola of glacial depoait fron 
bho foot of every mountain and hill to their 
very summits, through a bolt twenty miles 
wldo and ovor one hundred miles long, in 
nearly overy yard of whioh can be found tho 
precious metal, ho cannot but bo impressed 
with the boundloso possibilities of the Carl 
boo district. I havo beon to tho tops of the 
highest mountains in tho bolt, and evon to 
their very summits can be found 

C0I.O116 OF GOLD, 

while many of the BtroamB havo been worked 
up as high as five and six thousand foot 
abovo sea level. The reader muBt 
not imagine that tho mountains hero 
aro that high from thoir base. Tho moBb of 
tho oreoks north of Cariboo lake are 4,000 feet 
abovo soa level, and the highest mountains 
are not ovor 3,000 foot above the creeks. 
Nearly every mountain has its own share of 
streams running from its summit down its 
timber clad sides and emptying into tho 
larger streams, aomo of which run away 
north for over 100 miles, and then omply 
into the Fraaer only to coins back south to 
meet tho waters of the Quesnella rivor, 
which drains the southern portion of Cariboo. 

So much for a Bhort reference to ono of tho 
rlcheBt, if not tho rieheat, desposits of gold 
gravel) on the continent of North America. 
Hore mining ia yet In its infancy, although 
over fifty million dollars has been taken out 
of tho creek, yeb if all the giound whioh haa 
been mined either by drlftieg or hydraulic- 
ing wore put aide by aide it would not 
average over five miles squaro, and I think 
I um within a Bate limiD when I say it 
would not amount to moro than that. 
In my opinion thoy havo not con- 
menced to mino hero yot. Thoro aro many 
placoa that twenty-five years ago it would 
not pay to work which to-day would pay 
handsome dividends. Vou can take a pan 
of dirt anywhpr-i on tho hlllsideH, ovon in 
the rocks, jci gat colorB of gold — sometimes 
three, four mi five cents to the pan. But 
the gren*- urawback to mining here is the 
lack of Ti,-juns to bring tho wator to whore it 
is r<quued for hydraulicing ; and, on tho 
other nand, tho preaonco of too much water 
in the miles and miles of unworkod streams 
whose bottems havo never beon worked bo 
cause the water could cot bo kept down, 
Tho ooat of pumping was too great in tho 
olden days. When ono mino stopped pump- 
ing on any orook, all had to stop. In those 
days of elootrlcity, however, we

of mining in tho old deep workings, which 
will eurpriso tho world with their biddon 
treasures. Already borlnga havo been put 
down to teat Borne of tho creok bottoms, and 
tho prospects obtained havo boon astonish- 
Ing, aomo of which I will give later on. 

Within a radius of 20 miles of hero thoro 
ia at the praseut time no less than twenty- 
thousand horao power of wator running to 
waste day and night tho year around which 
i8 only waiting to bo harnessed by tho in- 
genuity of man and applied to tho mining 
induBtriea of thio wonderful Gold of wealth. 
I venture to aay that within ton years' time 
wo will oeo millions of dollars taken out of 
theao ulmost fabuloualy rich oreoka by tho 
aid of tho olectrio motor which will be em- 
ployed to drive the mighty pumpa then in 
uae for tho purposo of keeping the woikinga 
dry. Tho water thus raisod could again be 
usod through other pumps to wash down the 
rich depoaita that lino the banks of nearly 
ovory stream in tho country. From my 
knowledge of electrioity I venture to Bay 
that that 20,000 horao power of electrical 
energy can bo laid down hero complete for 
half a million dollars, giving ono hundred 
horao power to each mine, whioh ia double 
what thoy used in olden dayB, and would 
oporate two hundred micea at tho 
first cost of twenty-five hundred dol 
lara oaoh. Thoro are crocks hero to 
day that would pay tho firat cOBt 
of that plant ia ono day (viz $2,500). Thoro 
aro ovon hydraulic claims that would pay 
for this plant in ono creek, where now they 
can only work a few weeks in the year for 
tho want of wa<-or. 

A HELD I'OK ENTERPRISE. 
I know of claims hore to day which will 
pay 50 cents to tho yard from griaa rootB 
down whioh if thoy hud a 100 H. P. pump 
on them to tako tho water from tho creeks 
and burl Lb against their banka with terrible 
force could movo 00,000 yards of oirth in 
each eoaoon, which at 60 conta por yard 
would bo $20,000. If anyono doubta my 
atatomente lot him go and boo oomo of the 
planta that are working by stoim to day in 
California and Oregon, whoro tho pay does 
not run moro than a fow conta to tho yard 
What is needed hero is railroad communi 
cation to got in bucIi o.pplianooa at a rouaon 
able rate ; then and nob till then will we seo 
this great and immetiBoiy rich country do 
voloped, tho opening up of which will startle 
tho mining world. Tho pay is here ; all that 
ia needed is capital bjokod with the right 
kind of mon. Thoro ia not ono per- 
eon in a thousand that haB any idoa 
of this great mineral bolt unices ho 
has been chero to aeo for himaolf. 
Tho pon falls to deacribo what the obaorver 
oan find out in a few months' travel through 
this dlstriab. Tako for instanco Cunning, 
ham areek, whoso entire loDgth is about six- 
teen milea, and I am safo in saying that not 
threo miles of it has beon workod. Thoro 
aro placoB to be euro whero tho gound was 
too deep for tho machinery thoy had twonty 
years ago ; thoro are also places where oan- 
yona exist in whioh the wator ia too swift 
for the gold to remain. There aro some 
places whore fortunes wore taken out of a 
small pioce of ground nob oxceoding half an 
aoro, and ofton nob more than ton foot to 
bedrock. But the great quostion 1b, where 



is the bulk of the gold that should bo still In 
tho above creek 2 My opinion is that thore 
aro still

upon tho hillsides and in tho old channels. I 
saw ono pluco whero Chinamen had takon 
out over $10,000 on an almoat porpond oular 
hillside which waa oovorod with earth — 
hardly, in fact-, sufficient earth to cover tho 
bedrock. Thoy mado an offer of §2,500 
for tho adjoining aero but) 'the owner would 
nob sell ; neither oan he work it for ho ia too 
old. It ia a lamentable fact thab there are 
quite u number of suoh men in this country ; 
thoy hold largo traota of good mining prop- 
erty under the real ostato act, which waa 
and is a cureo to this country and to tho 
ownor alBO, aa some oi tho holdors havo not 
tho moana to open up thoir claims. Othora 
have tho moana bub aro waiting for a riso in 
valuo, whilab a few are waiting till the 
adjoining claims are workod out so thoy can 
get a ohoap dump and tho water out of aomo 
old ditch. 

But, to return to the subjoat, ono has only 
to look around and aeo who ia doing tho min- 
ing on thiB oreek — two white men, the rest 
Chinamen ; and although they aro Colofltiala 
they desorvo more than passing mention 
considering tho exponaO they have gono to. 
Ono company of them have this summordug 
a largo ditch ovor four milea long, which 
would cob6 if built by contract at louat $2,000 
por mile. They ouergotioally proopocted 
till thoy found a good location on a bench 
noar tho bond in tho creok, and aro 
now taking out ovor §(j por day 
to tho man. There aro eoveral other Chl- 
neso companies on tho samo orook and ull aro 
doing fairly well. Ono whito man took it 
into his head to follow suit, and tho roeult la 
that leas than threo foot undor tho surface 
ho 1b getting pay to the extent of ten, and 
aomotimos twenty, dollars por day, and now 
ho has a loaso of half a milo, whioh I hope 
will pay him handsomely, aa ho dosorvos it 
after having contended with bad luck often- 
or than good during fourteen years of soli- 
tary life. There is about six miles of the 
lower part of this orook which was never 
bottomtd, on account of water being too 
plentiful, but it would take a Philadelphia 
lawyer to find out whoro thoro ia any va- 
cant land for mining in the oreekB now. The 
country has boon plastered with

ono man alono having ntakod ovor sovonty 
milos of creek diggings thia summer for 
peoplo some of whom will navor boo them, 
and it is well for thom that they do nob. 
Thoro aro now over 300 loasos recorded 
in the Richfield office, and ono oan 
hardly soo tho walls of the porch at 
the courthouse for tho applications that 
are posted on It for leases. If one-half 
of thom, or even ono quartor of thorn, 
are evor worked thoro will bo moro pooplo 
hero than thnro ever wero in tho palmy 
days. Several partios aro going to proapect 
on lower Cunningham crook this winter, and 
I sincerely hopo they may bo woll rowarded 
for their labors. Next weok I will talk 
about Antler oreek. 

Wo have had a groat change in tho 
weather ; tho last throe weeka wo havo had 
Italian Bkios and vary hot days, with froat 
at nlghtB. The oldest rosidonts horo eay 
they never eaw suoh boautiful weather for 
this time of year.

WILFUL MURDER. 



H. H. Holmes Found Guilty of the 
Murder of B. p. 
Pitzel. 

Unanimous Verdict of Guilty 
Found Aerainat the Arch 
Honiichlo. 



Philadelphia, Nov. 2. — Counsel Rotan 
having addresaed the jury for tho dofonco of 
Holmoa on trial for tho murder of B. F 
Pltxel, Judge Arnold, who presided, having 
reooivod tho ovldonco continued: " Theae 
questiona must bo detorminod by you in this 
ease : Ia Pitzel dead '! did ho die a violent 
death ! if ho did, did tho pviaonor kill him 
or did ho commit auicldo ? " 

Holmes was convictod of murder in the 
firBt degroo. Hu coughed slightly whon he 
hoard tho worst, but that waa tho only algu. 
Tho jury retired at 5:-IO o'clock. Thoy 
had, it is said, roiched their verdict 
beforo tho doors of tho room closed upon 
them but for hunger sako ate thoir suppor 
firet. Thon they took a ballot and ovary 
man ol tho twolvo answerod : "Guilty of 
murder in tho firat degree," 

Hclmoe, beforo ho was taken back to tho 
Moyamenaing prison Bald, " I fool that this 
condomns mo. It waa an unjueb tria" 
Immediately after the announcement of tho 
verdiot tho usual application of leavo 
to file a motion for a new trial 
was made. Tho vordict wsb a surpriso to 
many persons who did nob boliovo tho crime 
had been fastenod upon Holmes beyond u 
reasonable [doubt.
